such, permits the possibility of its ser- 
_timents being disowned at pleasure. It 
@ probably an emanation of the com- 
bined wisdom of the Church Council, 
uttered after mature deliberation, and, 
therefore, is te be understood as a kind 
of feeler put forth to sound public 
e@piaion and intended to be disregarded 
er adopted, asa permanent policy, ac- 
eording to circumstances. We have 
labored -diligently to bring the leaders 
to this peint—of declaring themselves 
openly—and have the vanity to believe 
‘we have not been without a certain in- 
fluence in forcing the result—tbis Mor- 
‘mon manifeste. Atleast we have it and 
it is open to criticism. 

‘Without attempting this at present. to 
the extent permissable, we shall content 
onrselves with simply glancing at some 
of, what appear to us as, the more salient 
points. It is claimed then first and last, 
is insisted on indeed throughout, that po- 
lygamy is essentially a pait of the Mor- 
mon religion. While this is true as to 
theory, in practice it {s notoriously 
false. True in theory, because tbe 
church polity is such that, while the 
beok of Doctrines and Covenants is pro- 
feasedly the law, the First Presidency 
ef the Church may at any time sup- 


plant and render its dogmas a dead let- 


such a professed revelation is the ordi- 
naoce of plurality. False in practice, 
because, whether from a doubt of the 
authenticity of this pretended revelation, 
or from disinclination, large numbers of 
the people, including well nigh all the 
female portion, regard it with such feel- 
ings of disfavor as permit them to prac- 
tice it only with the greatest reluctance. 
It has been u ged upon them with a per- 
severance, which exposes the motive, 
and, by this means, many have been in- 
duced to embrace it who otherwise 
would never have done so, while, in de- 
fiance of “counsel,”” many more have 
steadily refused. 

But the point of this defense, if point 
there be, is in the effort to make the 
practice appear a matter of conscience 
and therefore not to be meddled with by 
civil authority, even though it may in- 
fringe the laws of the land. Here is 
the Malakoff of their strength, the last 


_ ditch into which they intend to retire, 


when all other positions become unten- 
able. Bunt, they are even more blind 
than the Roman Pontiff, if they cannot 
perceive at this late season that no man, 
whatsoever his pretensions to Divine 
permission, can place his ordinances 
above the power of temporal or consti- 
tuted authorities. It isthe well estab- 
lished principle among all civilized na- 
tions to day, with one exception, that 
the civil qutbority is paramoutt to all 
other and, in the end, that to which all 
etber must succumb. The history of 
every nation of Europe, since and be- 
fore the days of the Reformation, is lit- 
tle else then a series of conflicts to 
wrench their civil liberties from the 
grtaep-of @ power that had seized them 
in the name of religion. If Mr. Young 
can manage to persuade any number of 
misguided persons in other lands, that 
he is a true prophet, and that polyga- 


_ my is a divine institution, be must even 


gather them togetber, for the practice 
of the latter portion of their creed, in 
some spot of earth less hostile thereto 
than this, for here it is abborent to the 
people, the law-givers whom they create 
bave so declared it, and, in these United 
Staten, it should be remembered that 
only: “the voice of the people is the 
voice of God.” 

' Our notice of this semi-official pro- 
panciamento ie, perhaps, already extend- 
64 beyond ite merits, but we cannot quit 
it without calling attention to one thing 
of which eapital is sought to be made 
but which is so perfectly fallacious that 


it deserves special criticiom. Wé quote :

So theft, murder, orany offense | 
against law or morality, might demand 

immunity from punishment, because of 
their frequency, but we should hardly 

expect the claim to be recognized as le 

gitimate. It is very probable also that 

this effort of the Mormon leaders, illogi- 

cal as it is impudent, will meet with as 

little favor, fur they say,ia effect—if you: 
have made a Jaw that we have broken, so 

much the woree for the law—Jaws are 

sometimes wrong, we believe ourselves 
infallible, do not believe inthe law, bave 

trampled uponit as arcligious duty, ergo, 
thelaw must be repealed. This is the re” 
sult to which these modern Solomons 
would have us arrive, but it may be 
doubted if ordinary people will be able 
to see things in this somewhat peculiar 
light, nor would it be a matter of surprise 
should they act upon very different con- 
victions. 

Taking into account the final flourish 
of defiance, which concludes this most 
notable production under consideration, 
we deduce one of two things, that, find- 
ing themselves in a dilemma from which 
they see no way to escape with bonor 
by their own volition, the Mormon lead- 
ers either intend to compel the Govern- 
ment to resort to force in requiring obec 
dience, to which they will"aquiesce un- 
der peaceful protest’or they will resist 
such aciion and court the consequences. 
It will be seen that the former course is 
not without tbe recommendation of 
sound policy, since, as plurality is claim- 
ed to be sanctioned by revelation, that 
position cannot voluntarily be receded 
from without eeriously endangering the 
reputation of the revelator for consis-' 
tancy at least. Having received the 
strongest endorsement of the present 
First Presidency of the Church, for them 
at least polygamy is indeed “not an 
item of doctrine which can be yielded 
and faith in the system'remaiao.”” There- 
fore we regard, and do not wonder tbat 
those leaders regarded, the talk of Col- 
fax about “another revelation,” as the 
merest twaddle. | 

But, in the event of their resorting to 
the alternative of resistance to tbe exe- 
cution of the law, we imagine effectual 
means will be foundto accomplish the 
object sought by the government and, at 
the same time, avoid any serious amount 
of biood-letting. Without defiaing 
what the exact means may be, it is pre-

the Mormons obey the law, or make 
them responsibie for the full consequen- 
ces of disobedience. And we beg leave, 
in conclusion, to express tbe Lelief, that 
the anti-polygamy law, thun which a 
more righteous was never framed, will be 
enforced, even though Mormon ineub- 
ordination and rebellion should make it 
necessary ‘to wipe out Mormonism in 
blood’’—a necessity which we should 
be sorry (o see arlge and do not antici- 
pate.
